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IS NATIONALISM SWEEPING THE RED EMPIRE? 


A wave of changes away from absolute tyranny and toward some independence of Moscow 
appears to be moving through the Communist Empire. 


Wladislaw Gomulka, Polish Red leader just released after nearly four years in prison, has 
defied the Moscow bosses. On October 20 he demanded Poland's sovereignty and ifs right to toss 
out the Soviet Reds who have been running Poland as a colony. 


And there are other stirrings of new freedom. 


Recent independence developments in Poland and Hungary can be traced to the now open 
activities of Josip Broz-Tito of Yugoslavia, who has long believed that for the eventual creation 
of world Communism, the East European states must now have independent internal sovereignty 
as in Yugoslavia. 


The Role Of Tito 


Tito has been known to have been working toward this end at least since 1952. The lid was 
lifted for overt activities on his part after Soviet Party Boss Nikita Khrushchev recently opened 
his arms to embrace Tito. Since then delegations from East European satellites have been swarm- 
ing to Belgrade, Yugoslavia, to learn how national Communism works. A news report from Bel- 
grade on September 19, in fact, noted that in Yugoslav calculations Poland would be the first 
satellite to declare its independence. 


The leader of the Polish delegation, Francisek Mazur, was reported to have told Yugoslavs 
at that time: "We will discuss and apply everything we learned here." ; 

What is happening in Poland and Hungary regardless of its immediate cause is an expression 
of a nationalism which for many years has been forcibly suppressed by the Soviet overlords. 
Similar open expressions of nationalism have come recently from even deeper inside the Communist 
Empire — from the Ukraine. Early in September the newspaper, "Pravda Ukrainy", condenined 
Moscow's attempts to Russify the Ukraine, to slight the Ukrainian language and culture in favor 
of the Russian language inside the Ukraine itself. 


"Bourgeois Nationalists" Rehabilitated 


The paper added that a number of Ukrainian writers formerly condemned as "bourgeois na- 
tionalists" have been rehabilitated. Bourgeois nationalism is a term Reds use to mean natural 
patriotism and love of one's own country, people and customs. 
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The traditional Communist view, stated by Stalin, is that real patriotism is loyalty to inter- 
national proletarianism, as directed by Moscow. Aside from this peoples under the Soviet Com- 
munist boot could have nationalism only in terms of language and culture, not politics. 


What is happening represents a defeat of the Stalinist views and a resurgence of "bourgeois 
nationalism" — which until less than a year ago was still regarded as the Reds' number one 
ideological enemy. 


If this trend toward nationalism spreads, it could mean the disintegration of Moscow's 
complete control of its satellites. According to recent estimates there are only some 100,000,000 
Russians in the Soviet Union. The 115,000,000 others are non-Russians — inhabiting individual 
countries such as the Baltic nations, White Ruthenia, Ukraine, Georgia, Armenia, Azerbaijan, 
Cossackia, and Turkestan — which the Moscow Reds have taken over and are ruling as colonies. 


Admittedly even the effective expression of national independence by the countries of East 
Europe and those within the Soviet Union itself is not entirely satisfactory, if they remain under 
national Communist tyranny . 


But the declaration of national independence from Moscow is a possible first step in their 
movement toward full political and economic freedom. It is apparent that every effort should now 
be exerted to promote both the advantages of national independence and of non-Communist, 
democratic systems of government within the Communist Empire. 


Liberation must again become a vital, living word in the free world — liberation of all 
oppressed nationalities in the Communist Empire. 


WARNING: Nationatism and Communism seem incompatible. For this reason Moscow may wish 
to make a show of permitting nationalism to live with Communism. Ukrainians remember the 
time, however, when both Lenin and Stalin seemed to encourage Ukrainian nationalism, but 
liquidated nationalist leaders once they dared to venture forth. 


Events in Poland and Hungary appear to be a genuine expression of nationalism but this does 
not necessarily mean that they were not planned, in part at least, by the Kremlin. Moscow is 
wooing the Arabs, who are nationalists. To succeed in this it has to prove to the Arabs that 
nationalism and Communism are compatible. "Titoism" may be a new trap set for the free world 
to fall into, The watchword for the free world should be caution not to draw too hasty conclusions 


— the true significance of recent developments in the relationship between Moscow and its 
satellites. 


THE FIGHT IN MOSCOW 


Another shakeup in world Communist rule may be in the wind. Both Party Boss Nikita 
Khrushchev and ex-Premier Georgi Malenkov appear to be in trouble. 


Already the bitter and personal struggle for power unleashed by Stalin's death in March 1953 
has caused many top-level changes in Moscow. 


It has caused the death of the former Soviet Secret Police Chief Lavrenti Beria, the demotion 
of ex-Premier Georgi Malenkov, the resignation of former Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov, 
and the downgrading of Joseph Stalin himself. 


= Now there appear to be two new contenders. Regardless of who wins, or even if the power 
crisis is resolved without any top level change, you can be sure there will be no change in the 


ultimate objectives of Communist worid strategy. These were set by Marx and Lenin as the world- 
wide victory of Communism. 


But the outcome may make a difference in the tempo and immediate direction of Communist 
attack. In general Malenkov is a cautious leader. He favors internal improvements in the Soviet 
Union and maintaining an iron rule over the satellites. 


Khrushchev, on the other hand, is more daring. He is gearing every effort toward spread- 
ing the victory of Communism throughout the world as fast as possible. This is his big gamble. 
He may lose control at home while trying to win power abroad. 


Old Guard Unhappy With Khrushchev 


For some months there had been indications that a hardcore of the old guard were becoming 
dissatisfied with Khrushchev's handling of the East European satellites. Significantly, while 
Khrushchev was in the Crimea talking with Tito, this hard core was together in Moscow. 


On September 29 — two days after the Tito talks began — L. M. Kaganovich, Georgi M. 
Malenkov, A. 1. Mikoyan, V. M. Molotov, M. G. Perukhin, and M. V. Saburov attended an 
exhibition put on in Moscow by the Democratic Republic of Vietnam (Communist). A few days 
later, on October 1, these same Red leaders attended the reception for Red China. Khrushchev 
was represented only by some second-string leaders. 


Khrushchev's emergency talks with Tito, followed by the virtual revolt of Poland against 
Moscow tyranny, were indication enough that Khrushchev was in trouble. But what is happening 
in Moscow is far from being a one-way struggle. Georgi Malenkov has come under open attack 
by Khrushchev's propaganda apparatus. 


On October 5, while Khrushchev was still in the Crimea, the Party newspaper, "Pravda", 
unleashed the strongest attack against Malenkov to date. 


Malenkov Under Attack 


Although not mentioning him by name, "Pravda" stressed the importance of building more 
and better electric power stations. Then it criticized the USSR Ministry of Electric Power Stations 


(headed by Malenkov) for failing to support building workers "by daily help for building sites and 
organizational work". 


"While adopting sound decisions", the Party newspaper stated, the Ministry's “control over 
the fulfillment of outlined measures is poor." This line of attack on Malenkov's administrative 
abilities was the line used when he was demoted from the position of Premier in 1955. 


It can be remembered that it was the East German riots of June 1953 which aided the down- 
fall of Lavrenti Beria. The Poznan riots in June 1956 and the open revolt of Wladislaw Gomulka, 
Polish Communist Party Chief, may bring the downfall of Nikita Khrushchev. 


Whatever the outcome of this struggle for power, it is an example to the world that shakeups 
in the ruling clique of the Communist Empire are not the kind you find in democratic countries. 


Instead of changes in leadership voted by the free citizens, you have at the top of the Com- 


munist apparatus a bitter and personal fight for power — a ruthless jungle fight to determine who 
shall rule the enslaved peoples of the Empire. 


REDS "SELL" VOTES TO SWING 1956 ELECTIONS 
During the final months of the 1956 election campaign U. S. Communists and allied Leftists 


have been urged to sell their votes to the highest bidders. Their goal is not to make money. It 


is to throw their votes to candidates in return for "good public positions" or for support on issues 
the Reds feel are important to them. 
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As Alan Max, political writer for the "Daily Worker", commented on September 30, they 
also believe that in New York and California and a few other pivotal states, their combined 
votes could be decisive. 


The order for this kind of vote selling was issued in typically indirect manner by the "Daily 
Worker" on September 28. The newspaper did this by printing excerpts from an editorial in the 
"National Guardian" of September 24. The editorial stated in part: “We believe firmly that 
votes should not be cast for . . . [ candidates] without exacting a price in terms of program. If 
the . . . [candidates] want and need your vote badly enough, they should be willing to pay for 
it in terms of good public positions, honestly taken, on issues you deem important." 


Vote Selling Is Good Politics, Communists Say 


Two days later the "Daily Worker" printed more excerpts from the editorial which also 
stated: “Support of a bad program is not a worthwhile objective. And demanding assurance on 
program in return for your vote is not bad politics; it is the only winning politics. Especially 
where the vote is close." 


On September 30 the "Daily Worker" stated Communist approval of these tactics in these 
words: “With the National Guardian taking this position, it can safely be said there is now 
greater unity among the Left on election tactics for '56 than at any time in the past four years." 


On what are the Communists and the Left unified? The Reds' official statement on election 
tactics, issued following a National Election Conference of Party leaders in New York on Sep- 
tember 29-30, made three specific points: 


1) The Reds want to gain support for their views on settling the Suez crisis on the pattern 
suggested by the Soviet Union; for the Soviet position on banning the H-bomb and ending the 
military draft; for increasing social welfare payments; and for increasing government control over 
wages and prices. 


2) The Reds are waging an all-out fight against so-called "Big Business". Their statement 
on this issue concluded with these words: ‘While the Communist Party makes no endorsement of 
Presidential candidates, its members, whether in trade unions or other civic bodies, will associate 
themselves with the political efforts of their organizations in the struggle against Big Business and 
its candidates." 


3) The Reds are seeking to create a new alignment of political forces in the United States 
which would pit Socialism against capitalism, instead of Democrat against Republican. In this 
regard Party leaders "emphasized the need for greater political independence by labor looking 
toward an eventual political realignment". 9! 


As "Freedom's Facts" reported in June 1954, the Reds grand political strategy consisted of 
a long series of three step-by-step maneuvers: Stage One was to defeat McCarthyism, the Red 
word for all those in political life who want to crack down on the Reds; Stage Two was to break 
"labor away from the Democratic Party, to launch a great Third Party" based on a farmer-labor 
alliance; and, Stage Three would take place when a people's government gains control of the 
country by means oF the new Third Party and “plays the role of a transition government and encom- 
passes the movement from a people's anti-trust government to Socialism". 


Grass Roots Program 


This was started as a grass roots program. Party Boss William Z. Foster in 1954 ordered 
U. S. Reds to carry this program "to every peoples organization we can reach — trade unions, 
Negro groups, peace organizations, youth clubs, women's organizations, farmer's movements — 
in the sense of stimulating them to fight for its specific demands." 





This is still a grass roots program. As the "Daily Worker" stated on September 26 in a 
report on the "National Guardian" editorial: "The Guardian urged that groups of individuals 
gather and make demands and lobby local candidates and leaders for these demands. Such action 
could create the beginnings in 1956 for fresh and encompassing coalitions in communities all over 
over America to compel American politics in the future to meet the needs and the wants of the 
people." 


Irrespective of the outcome of the elections, the Party stated the “Independent movement 
of the people will have to wage mighty legislative and political struggles for the needs of the 
people and eventually effect a new political alignment in the nation". 


Reds Work On Stage Two Of Plan 


What this adds up to is that the Reds are now working on Stage Two of their long-range 
political strategy to influence and then take over the Government of the United States. 


Significantly, the Reds are carrying out their program on the grass roots level — in trade 
unions, youth clubs, women's organizations, Negro groups, farmers' movements — wherever they 
can get curious listeners and uninformed followers. 


This is a political strategy which cannot be fought as effectively by the major party national 
committees in Washington, D. C., as it can be fought by individuals in various organizations of 
all kinds on the community level. 


REDS STEP UP THEIR ATTACK ON U. S. OVERSEAS BASES 


If Communists had their way, the United States would close up all of its overseas military 
bases, reduce U. S. armaments at home, and leave Asia, Europe and Africa at the mercy of 
Communist and Communist-allied military might. This is the goal of the stepped-up propaganda 
program which the Reds are now trying to promote on the grass roots level in the United States 
through trade unions and civic organizations into which they can infiltrate. 


A quick look at any map of U. S. bases around the world tells the story. The United States 
and its allies have built a wall of steel around the Communist Empire. Virtually the only coun- 
tries the Reds can move into without facing opposition from U. S. forces are Burma — now being 
slowly invaded by Red Chinese — India, Afghanistan, Laos and Cambodia. Reds have established 
footholds in Laos and Cambodia. Anywhere else advancing Reds would be met by U. S. forces. 
If any major attack was launched, the Red homeland would be hit quickly from Air Force bases 


in Japan, Okinawa, Morocco, Libya, Spain, Greenland, Alaska, Korea, and Formosa, and in 
various countries of Europe. 


American Defense Needed 


American defense starts on the borders of the Communist Empire. And the Reds are trying 
by every means of propaganda and political maneuver at their command to tear down this wall of 
steel. This is the meaning behind recent stepped up efforts to hog-tie American defense efforts 
and close down U. S. overseas bases. 


Here are some examples of how the Red campaign is moving ahead. The Communist news 
service, "TASS", reported on September 27 that "the Laborite Peace Fellowship — a group of 
pacifist-minded Labor MP's and their supporters [ in London] " had published a statement entitled 
"Universal Peace is the task for the Labor Party". 


The essence of this statement was that people were made fearful by a foreign policy which 
supported military blocs and the rearmament of West Germany. The "TASS" report read in part: 
"Stating that this year the Soviet Union has carried out a considerable reduction of her armed 
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forces, the Laborite Peace Fellowship says that on her part Britain must cut down armament ex- 
penditures and appeal for expanded cooperation with the countries of the camp of Socialism." 


Reds Attack Defense Pacts 


Furthermore this group of pacifist Laborites ask for the "liquidation of NATO, SEATO, the 
Baghdad Pact and the Warsaw Treaty [ The Warsaw Treaty is a military agreement of satellite coun- 
tries with the Soviet Union.] "The group further urges: "Britain should withdraw from all 
alliances dividing the world into hostile blocs and American bomber bases in Britain must be 
liquidated ." 


The Soviet Army publication, "Red Star", on October 11 went even farther in direct attack 
against U. S. overseas bases. "Red Star" declared: “Large sections of opinion in Britain, France, 
Italy, Iceland, Japan, the Philippines and other countries have become convinced of the aggres- 
sive aims of the American military bases on their soil. 


“Even the well-known American reactionary Wall Street Journal had to admit that the 
presence of American forces in France had never made that country feel happy and that the de- 
mands for dismantling American bases in Britain were only too apparent." 


"Red Star" continued: "There can be no question of a defensive purpose of American bases 
outside the United States, for these bases lie thousands of miles away from American territory and 
close to the borders of the Soviet Union, the People's Republic of China, or the People's De- 
mocracies. For what kind of ‘defense’ of the United States are American warships plying the 
waters in the Taiwan [Formosa] straights?" 


Red Charges Are Phony 


The answers to these charges are simple. Local hostility toward American overseas bases 
is being deliberately agitated by Communists, just as hostility toward the Marshall Plan was agi- 
tated by the Reds several years ago. Furthermore U. S. bases are not established overseas to 
make people "happy". They are there to protect them. The U. S. is committed by treaty today 
to protect some 700,000,000 people and 21-1/2 million square miles of area in the free world. 


And finally, why are U. S. warships in the Formosa Straights? The answer came from the 
Communist Party newspaper, "Pravda", on September 29 when it stated that Red China would 
"liberate" Formosa at any cost. 


The Communist view is stated simply. The Red government "has already declared its readi- 
ness to reunite Taiwan [Formosa] with the Motherland by way of peaceful negotiations, avoiding 
the use of armed force. If, however, armed force is to be used, then this might happen after the 
possibility of peaceful negotiations had vanished or failed. Irrespective of what method will be 
used, we are convinced that the right cause of liberation of Taiwan will be victorious in the end." 


Red Demand — "Give In Or We'll Shoot" 


The U. S. bases are overseas just because of the Red attitude that "if we can't get what we 
want peacefully, we'll shoot our way in." 


What difference does all this make to the average U. S. citizen? Communists are carrying 
forward a strong drive for liquidating U. S. overseas bases, hampering H-bomb tests, stopping 
the military draft, and otherwise hobbling U. S. world defense efforts. 


Martha Stone, writing in "Political Affairs" of September 1956, stated that Party members 


in trade unions and civic organizations have been agitating to gain popular support on these 
issues. She adds: “In the arena of continued struggle, to eliminate all features of the cold war, 


in 


we Communists can make our modest contribution to the camp of peace and democracy [i.e., the 
Communist Empire] ." 


It is important in judging political issues on disarmament to judge first whether accepting 
the proposed disarmament plan will open a breach in free world defenses to a further and more 
tragic Communist advance. 


NEW RED ATTACK ON FREE TRADE UNIONS 


"Workers of the World Unite!" That slogan through which Reds tried to win American 
working men and women over to Communism in the 1920's has been revived by the World Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions (WFTU). The WFTU's primary objective today is not to get workers to become 
Communists. Rather, it is to unify free trade unions and unionists with the Red-run WFTU in sup- 
porting a number of "common aims". 


The "common aims" come in two styles — a high-toned social appeal and a number of less 
high, but more specific aims. The latter includes the promotion of Socialism and the establishment 
of Communist-run "People's Democracies" in the Western Hemisphere. The Red campaign, outlined 
by the WFTU's Eighth General Council meeting in Bulgaria from September 27 to October 4, is 
one of the most dangerous ever launched against free trade unions. 


The reason is this. The appeal for international unity of trade unions will be made on the 
grounds that unity will consolidate the "peace, progress and prosperity of mankind". Louis 
Saillant, WFTU General Secretary, further indicated that the appeal would urge workers of all 
countries to unite "in the common struggle for common purposes, led by common interests" . 


Real Aim To Spread Socialism 


The real objective of the unity campaign, however, is twofold: one, to undermine the 
International Confederation of Free Trade Unions in which the AFL-CIO is a major member; and, 
two, to further the spread of Socialism throughout the world. 


Saillant clearly stated the WFTU's purpose of attacking and eliminating free trade unions. 
He said: "We must not allow a handful of leaders of the International Confederation of Free Trade 
Unions to be able to form their organizations in cruel opposition to unity. They must not keep 
their organizations apart from the indispensable new trade union relations which are now in a stag 
of development." 

And, of course, a major purpose of the unified international labor movement would be to 
promote the Socialist philosophy in free countries. The final resolution of the WFTU Council 
meeting stated: "The continued spread of the ideas of Socialism, the further elaboration of the 
question of different ways to Socialism, and the common will of the working people to insure so- 


cial progress are conducive to contacts and discussions between activists belonging to various 
trade union trends." 


And Set Up Red Dictatorships 


To many old-time WFTU members, spreading the ideas of Socialism means an attempt to set 
up Red dictatorships. Lombardo Toledano, Chairman of the Confederation of Workers in Latin 
America, told the Council meeting: "| have brought a fraternal message from the workers of the 
American continent for the workers in your country. The message is a pledge to include along 
with our struggles in Mexico and Cuba efforts in Argentina and Brazil to establish the People's 
Democracy in our countries." 

But what makes this new campaign dangerous is the method of carrying it out. According to 
the final resolutions released in Bulgaria on October 4 the WFTU Council will urge workers and 
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trade unions to: 1) Develop international solidarity in support of all trade union organizations .. . 
without exception; 2) Render assistance to workers and trade unions fighting colonial oppression; 
3) Popularize the WFTU program among working people of all countries by means of propaganda; 
4) Contribute to the industrialization of underdeveloped countries and speak out for their inde- 
pendence; and, 5) Speed all of these by expanding the exchange of trade union and workers' 
delegations and, whenever possible, to press “for the conclusion of agreements" leading to 
solidarity and unity of action of all working people. 


Exchange Of Delegates Working Well 


. How well this exchange of workers' delegations has been working out so far was explained 
by Victor V. Grishin, Chairman of the Soviet's All-Union Central Council of Trade Unions. 
Grishin told the WFTU Council: "In 1955 and 1956 Soviet trade unions played host to more than 
230 fraternal trade unions and workers' delegations from forty-five countries. 


[Ed. Note: "Fraternal" means groups associated or allied with the Communist apparatus.] During 
the same time 180 Soviet trade union delegations have visited other countries. 


"During this time Soviet trade unions have established contacts with many trade unions in 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Iceland, Austria, Belgium, Greece and India. Ties of Soviet trade 
unions with the respective trade unions in Britain are developing. Relations with trade union 
centers in Finland, Japan, Burma, Indonesia and Chile are being consolidated." 


Grishin added: “Unfortunately there still are forces in the leadership of trade unions of 
some capitalist countries and in the leadership of the International Confederation of Free Trade 
Unions and the International Confederation of Christian Trade Unions which resist international 
cooperation." 


It is against these latter groups, which include the majority of American unions and union 
members, that a major Red attack is being mounted. 


The Soviet labor publication, "Trud", on October 4 summed up the objectives of the new 
WFTU campaign in a few sentences. The leading Communist labor paper said: “WFTU is a mili- 
tant organization of the international working class ... The WFTU is getting the working class 
of all countries to exert ever more influence on the international situation." 


This means that the ultimate aim of the WFTU is to enlist all working people of the world 
into supporting such Soviet-sponsored international policies as disarmament on Soviet terms, 
banning atom weapon tests, opposing military defense of West Germany, and spreading Com- 
munist-type Socialism. 


Thus free trade unions and free trade unionists have a new challenge not only to defeat the 
objectives of this new WFTU campaign in the various countries, but also to develop a program 
which will reduce WFTU influence throughout the world. 
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
